Reports on Committee Meetings 
FISCAL MATTERS—PROPERTY INVENTORIES 


Committee on Appropriations: Meeting in executive ses- 
sion, the committee named a subcommittee to consider 
S. J. Res. 61, to amend the Constitution to control Gov- 
ernment expenditures and enforce a balanced budget in 
peacetime. Members of the subcommittee are: Senators 
Ball, Ferguson, Saltonstall, Cordon, Tydings, and 
Bridges, ex officio as full committee chairman. The 
committee also discussed reports that various depart- 
ments are piling up large inventories of supplies and 
using up unexpended funds prior to end of the fiscal 
year, and appointed Senators Knowland, chairman, 
Reed, and McKellar as members of a subcommittce to 
recommend a control program to the full committee. 


RUBBER 


Committee on Banking and Currency: The rubber sub- 
committee, consisting of Senators Bricker, Cain, and 
Robertson of Virginia, met in executive session, but 
made no announcement. 


GOVERNMENT CAFETERIAS 


Committee on Civil Service: Subcommittee on S. Res. 42, 
providing for an investigation of cafeterias on Govern- 
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ment Reservations, continued hearings. Members of the 
subcommittee are: Senators Baldwin, Flanders, and 
Johnston. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments: Watson Miller, Administrator of Federal Secu- 
rity Administration, and Elizabeth Wickenden, 
representing American Public Welfare Association, ap- 
peared on S. 140 and S. 712, to create a Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare. 


DEPORTATION 


Committee on the Judiciary: This committee in execu- 
tive session considered the deportations of Indonesians 
and heard David Munro, Workers’ Defense League, in 
that connection. It also received reports from subcom- 
mittees on S. 560, to prohibit operation of gambling 
boats, and on nomination of Borinquen Marrero Rios, 
to be an Associate Justice of Puerto Rico Supreme Court. 
The committee will meet next on March 24, in executive 
session.

Résumé of Congressional Activity 
January 3 through March 15, 1947 


Convening of the Eightieth Congress: 'The Eightieth 
Congress convened on January 3, 1947, faced with the 
problem of organization under the Congressional Re- 
organization Act (Public Law 601). The party division 
in the Senate on the opening day was 51 Republicans 
and 45 Democrats; in the House it was 246 Republicans, 
188 Democrats, and 1 American Labor.

Other Bills Considered: Other legislative issues which 
have attracted much of the attention of Congress during 
this session include the Budget resolution (H. Con. Res. 
20), the proposed amendment to the Constitution on 
limiting the Presidential term of office (H. J. Res. 27), 
the portal-to-portal pay bill (H. R. 2157), the Urgent 
Deficiency Appropriation Bill for 1947 (H. R. 1968), 
and the Treasury-Post Office Appropriation Bill for 1948 
(Н. К. 2436). — | ! 
In accordance with section 139 of the Congressional 
Reorganization Act, the Joint Committee on the Legis- 
lative Budget examined the President's estimates and 
filed its report on February 15, recommending a reduc- 
tion of 6 billion dollars in the budget estimates. Subse- 
quently, concurrent resolutions were introduced in each 
House to limit the amount of Federal expenditures for 
the fiscal year 1948. The House passed its concurrent 
resolution (H. Con. Res. 20) proposing to cut the Pres- 
ident’s budget from that of 37!4 billion dollars to 3114 
billion dollars. The Senate passed the resolution, pro- 
posing to reduce the budget estimates by 4 billion 
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dollars. The House being unwilling to accept the Sen- 
ate amendments, the resolution was sent to conference 
where it is now pending further disposition. 

The House and Senate passed in different forms and 
sent to conference H. J. Res. 27, to limit the Presidential 
term of office; the bill is now pending in conference. 
The House on February 28 passed and sent to the Senate 
H. R. 2157, to relieve employers of certain liability under 
portal-to-portal pay suits. On March 10 the bill was 
reported to the Senate-where it is now under considera- 
tion. 

Both Houses have passed and cleared for the President's 
signature H. R. 1968, the urgent deficiency appropriation 
bill, appropriating $179,645,668 for Congress and various 
agencies of the Government and rescinding $699,461,151 
of funds already appropriated. 

The Treasury-Post Office appropriation bill for the fiscal 
year 1948 (H. R. 2436), providing a total of $12,388, 
029,971, including permanent appropriations and trust 
funds, of which $3,202,050,750 is direct annual appropria- 
tion, passed the House on March 11 and was sent to the ` 
Senate where it is now pending before the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee. 


Presidential and Executive communications to Congress: 
During this session the President has addressed Congress 
in joint session on two occasions: First, to give his State 
of the Union message, and secondly, to urge United 
States aid to Greece and Turkey. In addition to these 
two personal appearances, the President has submitted 
various other messages, including that of the Budget, on 
Selective Service, on Merging of the Armed Forces, and 
on removal of certain war-time powers. 

Many communications and reports have been submitted 
to Congress by the various administrative agencies. 
Some of them contained legislative proposals and recom- 
mendations; others embodied reports on operations of 
the agencies concerned, as required by law. 

All of these communications proposing legislation have 
been referred to proper committees for study and such 
action as the committee deems necessary.

Treaties: 'The Senate has ratified one treaty, to extend for 
one year from October 1, 1946, subject to certain condi- 
tions, the Inter-American Coffee Agreement, signed in 
Washington on November 28, 1940. 


Senate and House Committees 


The standing committees of the House and Senate for 
the Eightieth Congress are operating under the Congres- 
sional Reorganization Act (Public Law 6or of the 79th 
Cong.). Hence, the number of committees has been 
greatly reduced, in the Senate from 33 to 15, and in the 
House from 48 to 19. Accordingly, the problem of mak- 
ing committee assignments this year was unusual, with 
most of the entire membership of both the House and 
Senate receiving new assignments. 

By January 16, both Houses had approved resolutions 
making all majority and minority assignments to the 
standing committees. 

The Reorganization Act not only reduced the number of 
committees but redefined their respective jurisdiction. 


SENATE COMMITTEES 


Each standing and special committee of the Senate is 
accounted for here separately. The report on each in- 
cludes the committee membership, any subcommittees 
which have been appointed together with membership, 
selected members of each committee staff, the jurisdic- 
tion of each standing committee as set forth in Public 
Law 601 of the Seventy-ninth Congress (the jurisdiction 
is taken from resolutions in cases of special committees), 
and a résumé of all legislative activity by each com- 
mittee.

Activity: When the House Committee on Rules met 
on January 22, 1947, more than 50 resolutions, joint reso- 
lutions, and concurrent resolutions, and one bill had 
been referred directly to the committee.

No. 69), authorizing the Committee 
on Education and Labor to conduct studies and investi- 
gations relating to matters within its jurisdiction; H. 
Res. 118 (Rept. No. 73), authorizing the Committee on 
Expenditures in the Executive Departments to conduct 
investigations into action, regulations, etc, promul- 
gated by agencies of the Federal Government; and H. 
Res. 120 (Rept. No. 85), directing the Committee on 
Veterans’ Affairs to inspect the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion. 


The additional powers requested in most of these reso- 
lutions consisted of the authority to subpena witnesses, 
and to administer oaths.

NATIONAL DEFENSE ESTABLISHMENT 


Committee on Armed Services: Secretary of the Navy 
Forrestal testified before the Committee on S. 758, to 
create a National Defense Establishment, to be admin- 
istered by a Secretary of National Defense. He told the 
committee that the War and Navy Departments are in 
agreement that the bill is a sound and workable accom- 
modation between three points of view: 1. the Army, 
that there should be a single department in which the 
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three services—Army, Navy and ground force—should 
be divisions or branches; 2. the Air Forces, that they are 
entitled to be placed on a parity with the other two 
services; and 3. the Navy, that actual physical consolida- 
tion would decrease efficiency and destroy the morale of 
the Naval Service. 

The Committee will meet again on Thursday, March 
20, on the same subject, to hear Secretary of War 
Patterson.

Res. 43, to investigate how to reduce the Post Office De- 
partment deficit by revision of postal rates.

Joint Meeting of Fiscal Subcommittee of the House and 
Senate District Committees: 'The Fiscal Subcommittees 
of the House and Senate Committee on the District of 
Columbia held an all-day meeting with the D. C. Com- 
missioners and other officials of the District of Columbia 
on various tax proposals for the District. These groups 
will meet again Wednesday. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT 

Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments: Three witnesses appeared to discuss S. 140 and 
S. 712, to create a Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare. The first one, Dr. George F. Zook, President 
of the American Council of Education, recommended 
the enactment of S. 140, with the provision that the name 
of the department be changed to that of the Department 
of Education, Health, and Security, with the further un- 
derstanding that the creation of such department would 
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not extend the control of the Federal Government over 
State and local school systems. 


The second witness, Dr. Ernest L. Stebbins, Director of 
School of Hygiene and Public Health at Johns Hopkins 
University, recommended that an executive Department 
of Health, Education, and Security, headed by a Secre- 
tary of Cabinetrank, should be established by legislation 
converting the existing Federal Security Agency into 
such a department. Assignment of additional duties 
and functions to such a department should be left to sub- 
sequent legislation or executive action under the govern- 
mental reorganization act. 

The last witness, Dr. Joseph Н. Louchheim, Commit- 
tee for the Nation's Health, New York City, told the 
group that if S. 140 were enacted, it would prevent the 
Secretary from working out the most effective organ- 
ization of the newly created department by freezing the 
organization into three compartments, namely: Divi- 
sion of Health, Education, and Security. He objected 
strenuously to various specifications in the bill. He con- 
cluded that the creation of a cabinet department could 
best be achieved by transferring the functions and 
powers of the Federal Security Agency to a new depart- 
ment as proposed in S. 712. 

The Committee will meet again on this legislation on 
Thursday, March 20.

General 
Eisenhower asserted his belief that the one great step 
provided in the bill, namely, the creation of a single Sec- 
retary of National Defense, constitutes the most effective 
way by which concerted action among the services and 
the organization best adapted to meet the requirements 
of our national security may be realized. General Spaatz 
declared that the bill provides for integrated strategic 
planning and for unified action, and that it sets up an 
organization that will insure national security with in- 
creased efficiency and greater economy. Hearings con- 
tinue tomorrow. 


SMALL BUSINESS 


Committee on Banking and Currency: Subcommittee 
on Small Business heard Senators Morse and Pepper tes- 
tify in support of their bills—S. 217, making credit avail- 
able to small business enterprise and to continue the 
R. F. C.; and S. 414, to encourage participation of small 
business concerns in foreign trade by making available 
Government insurance. William C. Foster, Under Sec- 
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retary of Commerce, considered the improvement of 
credit conditions of small business an important means 
to promote and foster small business enterprises. John 
D. Goodloe, RFC, speaking on S. 217, said such legisla- 
tion should be amendatory of the RFC act or made a 
part of whatever legislation may be adopted with respect 
to the continuance of the RFC beyond June 30, 1947. 
Other persons testifying include Thomas C. Blaisdell, Jr., 
Director, Office of International Trade, Department of 
Commerce; John Parke Young, Adviser, Office of Fi- 
nance and Development Policy, Department of State; 
William McC. Martin, Jr., Chairman, Export-Import 
Bank of Washington; and Fiorella H. LaGuardia, New 
York City. 


CIVIL SERVICE RETIREMENT 


Committee on Civil Service: A civil-service retirement 
bill (S. 637) was unanimously ordered reported to the 
Senate, after hearing Warren B. Irons, of the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission. As reported, the bill proposes: Op- 
tional retirement at the.age of 60 at full annuity; retire- 
ment at age 55 on reduced annuity; involuntary separa- 
tion at 55; vesting of retirement accounts after 10 years 
of service; and deferred annuity at age 65—at an esti- 
mated cost of $29 million obtained from a 1% increased 
deduction from pay rolls, and $20 million on the part 
of the Government at the beginning of the system, based 
upon approximately a 1,000,000 Federal work force. 

The committee also unanimously ordered reported S. 
715, to provide annuities for FBI agents who have ren- 
dered at least 20 years of service, after hearing Attorney 
General Tom C. Clark. 

It was agreed to consider bills designed to create a 
superintendent in the Star Route Service in the Post 
e Department (S. 263 and S. 264) on Tuesday, 
April 1. 


PUBLIC HEALTH 


Committee оп Expenditures in the Executive Depart. 
ments: Three witnesses were heard on S. 140 and S. 712, 
to create a Department of Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare. Dr. Caroline Ware, National Association of Con- 
sumers, opposed S. 140, because it fails to recognize the 
consumer protection functions of the Federal Security 
Agency and establishes a rigid departmental organiza- 
tion which precludes them, but supported S. 712, with 
suggested amendments, to indicate the presence of con- 
sumer protection functions in the Federal Security 
Agency. Stanley H. Ruttenberg, Assistant Director of 
Research, CIO, was in accord with both S. 140 and S. 712, 
in the establishment of an executive department dealing 
with Education, Health, and Security, but favored simple 
transferral of the functions and powers of the FSA as 
proposed in S. 712 as contrasted to S. 140, because of its 
alleged restrictive and inflexible provisions. Dr. J. Ben 
Robinson, Dean of the University of Maryland Dental 
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School, testifying in behalf of the American Dental As- 
sociation, opposed both S. 140 and S. 712 as "not in the 
best interest of the health welfare of the public.” He 
favored creation of a Federal Department of Health, ad- 
ministered by a Secretary of Health. Hearings continue 
tomorrow. 


INTERNATIONAL TRADE 

Committee on Finance: Charles Fahy and Harry 
Hawkins, both of the State Department, appeared be- 
fore the committee in connection with its study on the 
relationship of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act to 
the proposed International Trade Organization Charter, 
to answer questions by various committee members on 
a number of the articles in the Charter. Hearings con- 
tinue tomorrow. 


GREEK LOAN 


Committee on Foreign Relations: Under Secretary of 
State Will Clayton testified in support of S. 938, to extend 
assistance to Greece and Turkey. Hearings continue 
March 26, with Former Mayor LaGuardia scheduled to 
testify.

POST OFFICE DEPARTMENT DEFICIT 


Committee on Civil Service: Continuing the study on 
S. Res. 43, to investigate how to reduce the Post Office 
Department deficit by a revision of postal rates, the com- 
mittee heard testimony by Hartman Barber, Brother- 
hood of Railway and Steamship Clerks; Francis J. 
Buckley, Deputy Fourth Assistant Postmaster General; 
and Nelson B. Wentzel, Deputy Third Assistant Post- 
master General. Mr. Barber said parcel-post service is 
“the only mail service which the law requires to be self- 
supporting.” He added that, except for 1945, this service 
had never been self-supporting and that the Post Office 
was working on a basis of “what the traffic can bear." 
Mr. Buckley gave a comprehensive discussion on the 
postal rolling stock. Mr. Wentzel's testimony was in 
the form of a rebuttal to certain statements made on 
March 21 to the committee by publishers, in an effort 
to broaden the base of the general inquiry into postal 
rates and how they are arrived at. 

Yesterday, the committee unanimously approved the 
purpose of S. Res. 91, to identify the committee as “The 
Committee on Post Office and Civil Service" instead of 
“The Committee on Civil Service,” to be made effective 
as of January 1, 1948. 

The committee agreed to meet on April 15 on S. 6 
and S. 554, relative to census of manufacturers. 


PUBLIC HEALTH 


Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments: Four witnesses testified on S. 140 and S. 712, 
to create a Department of Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare. Dr. E. S. Bagnall, Massachusetts Medical Society, 
opposed S. 140 and $. 712, but approved S. 545 as being 
more desirable. Mr. L. L. Gourley, American Osteo-

Sugar Legislation: The Senate passed with amend- 
ment by a vote of 46 yeas to 34 nays, and sent to con- 
ference, H. J. Res. 146, to extend powers and authori- 
ties with respect to the distribution and pricing of 
sugar. The debate took place on S. J. Res. 58 which 
was the Senate version of the proposal. At the con- 
clusion of debate the Senate inserted its language for 
the House-passed bill. Conferees named for the Sen- 
ate are Senators Tobey, Flanders, and Maybank.

trols over consumers other than household users; de- 
feated by 32 yeas to 47 nays, McCarthy Amendment to 
give housewives 40 pounds between April 1, 1947, and 
October 31, 1947 (in effect 1o additional pounds for 
canning); adopted by voice vote Wherry Amendment 
making available 50,000 tons of sugar for hardship 
cases for new businesses; defeated by 34 yeas to 44 nays, 
another amendment offered by Senator Wherry, giv- 
ing 40 pounds per year to each person and 15 additional 
pounds for canning; adopted Tobey Amendment to 
give personnel administering the act certain benefits 
under Veterans Preference Act of 1944.

LABOR LEGISLATION 
Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: 'The commit- 
tee gave tentative approval to the first 26 pages of the 
62-page Committee Print of the proposed labor bill. 

By a vote of 8 to 5 guards were removed from the 
"supervisor section” of the bill. The proposed NLRB 
membership was increased to 7 instead of the original 
5, and a quorum fixed at 4 members. By a vote of 7 to 
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6 it was decided that if at least a majority of employees 
voted in favor of union shop, such shop would be pro- 
vided; the previous provision required a two-thirds vote. 
A “free speech” amendment was adopted by a vote of 
8 to5, and Chairman Taft characterized this as providing 
for essentially the same practice as now followed by the 
employer in that connection. The question of national 
bargaining was passed over. 

Sessions will be resumed on Monday when it is hoped 
that final agreement can be reached on the bill. Deci- 
sion will be made later as to whether the various titles 
of the proposal will be introduced as a single bill or be 
handled as separate bills. The committee hopes to have 
it ready for Senate debate late next week. 


CENTRALIA MINE INVESTIGATION 


Committee on Public Lands: Capt. N. H. Collisson ap- 
peared before the subcommittee investigating the Cen- 
tralia mine disaster to give that group the advantage of 
his experience as Coal Mine Administrator since October 
1, 1946, under Government operation of the mines.

During the day the committee took the following 
actions: Approved title II, setting up a Federal Media- 
tion Service, after adding a provision for an advisory 
panel of six, and modifying statement on policy. The 
so-called Ellender amendment, relative to the 60-day 
waiting period, was approved but made an unfair labor 
practice under the NLRA. Section зот of title III, rela- 
tive to restrictions on payments to employee representa- 
tives (check-off), was stricken out by a vote of 7 to 6. 
Section 302 of title III, relative to boycotts and other 
unlawful combinations, was approved but made an 
unfair labor practice under the NLRA (sections b, c, 
and d were stricken out since they would no longer be 
applicable). Section 303 of title III, relative to suits by 
and against labor organizations, was approved. Sec- 
tion 304 of title III, on register of labor organizations, 
was approved but transferred as an amendment to the 
NLRA. Title IV, relative to the creation of joint com- 
mittee to study and report on basic problems affecting 
friendly labor relations and productivity, was approved 
with minor modifications. Title V, dealing with na- 
tional emergencies, was approved after adding an amend- 
ment to appoint boards of inquiry and increase the 
waiting period to 80 days (60-day waiting period, 15 
days for secret ballot, and 5 days for certification). 

Several questions are remaining before the commit- 
tee for decision before the committee votes on reporting 
the bill to the Senate, including the question of dividing 
the bill into various parts and introducing them sepa- 
rately for Senate consideration.

Testify- 
ing in support of the President's recommendation, Dean 
Acheson stated that "Our studies indicate that the total 
needs for basic relief in 1947, following the termination 
of UNRRA shipments, amount to approximately $600 
million. Austria, Greece, Hungary, Italy, and Poland 
are the countries which appear to need assistance and 
China will probably have emergency needs for food im- 
ports to prevent suffering and starvation in certain areas. 
These studies are being kept under continuous review." 

A measure (H. J. Res. 153) to carry out the President's 
proposal has already been reported to the House; the 
committee expects to await House action on this before 
reporting the bill to the Senate. 

A subcommittee will meet Thursday, April 17, at 2 
р. m., to consider the convention with France on double 
taxation (Executive A), signed October 18, 1946, and 
submitted to the Senate January то, 1947. 


LABOR LEGISLATION 


Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: In executive 
session the committee, considering the proposed labor 
bill, took the following action: Voted 7 to 6 to retain 
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the proposal embodied in the Committee Print on craft 
bargaining units. This provision forbids the Board to 
determine that a craft unit is inappropriate unless a 
majority of the employees in the proposed craft unit 
have voted against separate representation. 

By a vote of 7 to 6, the committee struck out of the 
proposed Senate amendments language which specif- 
ically forbade the National Labor Relations Board from 
granting relief in strikes which have as their object (а) 
union recognition without an election, (5) remedying 
practices for which the statute creates a remedy, and (с) 
violation of some provision of the Wagner Act or an- 
other Federal law. In lieu of the language stricken out 
of the Committee Print, the committee adopted an 
amendment offered by Senator Donnell which stated 
that the right to strike should not be deemed to have 


been enlarged or changed so far as other limitations were - 


concerned, and a further amendment by Senator Ives 
which stated that the "right to strike" should not be 
construed as being diminished except to the extent 


specifically provided for in the act. 
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By a vote of 7 to 6, the committee rejected an amend- 
ment offered by Senator Morse to split the Committee 
Print, as amended, into two bills. After this vote was 
taken, the staff was directed to prepare a clean Com- 
mittee Print, showing the amendments adopted in the 
several executive sessions for the consideration of the 
committee at its next meeting, Thursday, April 17, when 
a vote to report the bill is expected.

with respect to the Marine Corps, there are two defects 
in the measure: (т) it affirms the existence of the Marine 
Corps without expressly stating the roles and missions 
which the Corps is expected to perform, and (2) it com- 
pletely excludes the Marine Corps from participation in 
the joint bodies and agencies which the bill would estab- 
lish. General Vandegrift submitted proposed amend- 
ments to overcome the defects. 
Committee meets tomorrow on calendar bills. 


CENSUS OF MANUFACTURES

LABOR-FEDERAL SECURITY APPROPRIATION 


Committee on Appropriations: Reported H. R. 2700, 
Labor-Federal Security appropriation, proposing a total 
appropriation of $1,676,198,080. This is a net reduction 
of $8,388,700 under the bill as passed by the House. It 
is $103,415,959 under the estimates for 1948, and exceeds 
the appropriations for 1947 by $365,376,207. The bill 
is made up mostly of grants-in-aid and benefit pay- 
ments, which total about 92 percent of the total amount. 


FEDERAL RESERVE GUARANTEED LOANS AND 
VETERANS HOUSING ; 


Committee on Banking and Currency: In executive 
session the committee ordered reported the following 
three bills, with amendments: (1) S. 408, to authorize 
Federal Reserve banks to guarantee financial institutions 
against loss on loans made to a business enterprise if 
maturity date is not more than ro years. The committee 
proposed and approved the following three amend- 
ments to the bill: (а) "When it appears to the satis- 
faction of such Federal Reserve bank that the business 
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enterprise is unable to obtain requisite financial assist- 
ance on a reasonable basis from the usual sources.” (2) 
“Chartered banking institutions only, and not to any 
financing institutions." (c) "Time limit of five years. 
After five years they will have no further authority to 
make commitments or guarantee loans. However, any 
loan made up to that time can be for the regular ten- 
year period which the bill subscribes." 

(2) S. 854, to authorize additional funds for housing 
units for distressed families of servicemen, contracted 
for or under construction, with an amendment to pro- 
vide for an additional 35 million instead of the proposed 
so million. This is the same language embodied in 
Н. К. 2780, as reported to the House. 

(3) S. 1154, to amend the Veterans’ Emergency Hous- 
ing Act of 1946 by striking out “доо million" and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof “тоо million."

INCOME TAX REDUCTION 


Committee on Finance: Five witnesses testified on H. R. 
I, to reduce individual income taxes: Ellsworth C. 
Alvord, representing the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, urged “the approval of H. R. 1 and reduc- 
tion of Federal expenditures. Bill is constructive and 
statesmanlike"; Arthur Schutzer, American Labor 
Party, stated: "H. R. 1 would stand exposed for what it 
really is—a pink ribbon present for the rich and a shoe- 
lace for the poor. We urge Congress to reject the 20-30 
percent across the board cuts and instead (а) raise per- 
sonal income tax exemptions, (2) repeal all Federal ex- 
cise taxes, and (c) restore for the year 1947 the excess- 
profits tax on corporations without any carry-back"; 
Lovell Н. Parker said: “I consider H. R. т a good bill, but 
if the revenue loss is too great, my observations include 
a suggested plan of tax reduction which I believe will 
retain the major incentive features of H. R. 1 with a 
saving of approximately one billion dollars in revenue"; 
C. E. Baldwin, Progressive Citizens of America, declared 
himself "unalterably opposed to H. R. 1 or to any other 
plan of tax reduction which fails to give effective relief 
to the vast majority of the people in the lower income 
brackets"; and Benjamin C. Marsh, the People's Lobby, 
proposed that "this revenue bill must be drafted with 
recognition of the fact that most industry, farmers, and 
wage earners, as well as the aged and unemployed, rely 
upon Congress through its powers of taxation to redress 
the inequities of our economic system." 
Committee continues tomorrow.

PORTAL-TO-PORTAL PAY 


Conferees on Н. R. 2157, portal-to-portal pay bill, 
reached agreement over amendments in disagreement 
between House and Senate and filed a conference 
report (Н. Rept. 326). Аз agreed upon by the con- 
ferees, the bill would permit compromise of existing or 
past portal claims and remove jurisdiction from the 
courts to hear claims which were not compensable either 
by contract, custom, or usage. As to future claims, 
the Senate provisions were generally followed, and 
these applied only before the commencing of the work- 
day and after its conclusion. 

'The statute of limitations for future claims was set 
at 2 years, and existing claims must be filed within 120 
days, in which case the State statute of limitations will 
govern. 3 

In the case of an employer relying on an adminis- 
trative ruling, order, or practice, "so-called" good-faith 
clause, if he can plead and prove that he acted in good 
faith on such order, ruling, or practice, this proof shall 
be a bar to action. This shall apply even though the 
order is later declared invalid. In the case of future 
claims of this character, employer must plead and prove

that he relied in good faith on a written regulation by 
the agency charged with the administration of the law. 

“Area of production” regulations issued by the Wage- 
Hour Administration was given special treatment. If 
an employer was exempted by this regulation and acted 
in good faith on such exemption he is exempted from 
penalties even though the regulation was later declared 
invalid by a court. 

Since the Senate asked for the conference, the House 
will act first on the conference report.

He pointed out that such chain of com- 
mand cannot be improvised quickly, and in the event of 
another war, we cannot expect to have 2 years in which 
to argue these things out. He stated also that there is 
a manpower shortage in this country and that unifica- 
tion will provide a well-thought-out procedure for the 
allocation of our available supply of military manpower. 
Mr. Bracken stated that the members of his organiza- 
tion are overwhelmingly opposed to the measure because 
it is not intelligent unification legislation; it will in- 
crease rather than decrease the cost of our military 
establishment; its full implications are obscured by its 
intentional vagueness; it reposes too great a power in 
one man; and it seeks to replace an organization which 
successfully won the war with something that can best 
be called a “pig in a poke."

NATIONAL DEFENSE ESTABLISHMENT 


Committee on Armed Services: Continuing hearings on 
S. 758, to create a National Defense Establishment, the 
committee heard James E. Webb, Director of Bureau 
of the Budget, and Col. John A. Collins and Lt. Col. 
Richard Riddell of the Reserve Officers’ Association. 

Mr. Webb told the committee that there are three 
advantages in the bill with reference to the job of bud- 
geting in the Federal Government: (1) basic policies 
in the field of national defense and the determination 
of a proper balance of forces could be given more con- 
sideration than is now possible, (2) real coordination 
could be provided on budgetary preparation by starting 
from the ground up on the basis of common policies and 
assumptions, and (3) the task of applying common 
standards and practices in achieving a coordinated de- 
fense program could be greatly aided. Col. Collins 
and Col. Riddell discussed section 202 of the bill, which 
would establish a Central Intelligence Agency, holding 
that the section should be fundamentally changed to 
provide that the agency shall be directly under the 
President, with a civilian Director appointed by the 
President and subject to Senate confirmation. 

Hearings continue on May 6.

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NATIONAL DEFENSE ESTABLISHMENT 


· Committee on Armed Services: Continuing hearings on 
S. 758, to create the National Defense Establishment, the 
committee heard Ferdinand Eberstadt, former chair- 
man of the Army-Navy Munitions Board, and Brig. 
Gens. Milton A. Reckord and Ellard A. Walsh, Na- 
tional Guard Association of the U. S. Mr. Eberstadt 
strongly favored the bill but recommended certain 
amendments: (1) That the powers of the Secretary of 
National Defense be clearly defined and delineated; 
(2) that the power of decision in their respective fields 
be conferred upon the chairmen of the Munitions Board, 
the Research and Development Agency, and the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board; (3) that the bill estab- 
lish appropriate agencies to review periodically the sev- 
eral systems of education and training of military 
personnel; (4) and that an appropriate body be created 
and charged directly with the duty of establishing con- 
sistent and equitable personnel policies. Generals 
Reckord and Walsh favored the bill but urgently recom- 
mended that suitable language be inserted, similar to 
the amendment submitted by Senator Wilson to S. 758, 
to set up in the National Defense Establishment, the 
National Guard and Naval Militia Bureau, to have the 
administration and general supervision of the National 


Guard and the Naval Militia. 


GOVERNMENT EMPLOYEES 


Committee on Civil Service: Subcommittee continuing 
its investigation of certain matters relating to officers and 
employees of the Federal Government, heard Walter 
Jones and R. M. Lovelady, Central Labor Council of the 
Panama Canal Zone, continue their testimony (see Di- 
gest, p. D148.) Luther C. Steward, National Federation 
of Federal Employees; Robert Weinstein, director, 
United Public Workers of America; and Robert C. Ber- 
nard, First Assistant to the Assistant Solicitor General, 
all appeared to discuss the problem of filling Govern- 
ment jobs in the Canal Zone. 

The committee staff submitted an analysis of the terms 
of the Panamanian treaty and the Executive order as it 
refers to the employment of persons in Government jobs 
in the Canal Zone. Committee meets again on Mon- 
day, May 12, on Government cafeterias. 


FEDERAL OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES 


Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments: In executive session the committee met and dis- 
cussed Senator Aiken’s amendment in the nature of a 
substitute to S. 544, to increase maximum subsistence 
allowances for Federal officers and employees to $10 a 
day, but took no action. 


INCOME-TAX REDUCTION 


Committee on Finance: By a vote of 8 to 5, in executive 
session, the committee approved H. R. 1, to provide for 
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individual income-tax reduction. Report is expected to 
be filed the first of next week. 

As approved for reporting to the Senate, the bill em- 
bodies the House-passed version, with the following ex- 
ceptions: The effective date is to be July 1, 1947; the 
rates will be the same as approved by the House, except 
the 20-percent reduction allowed by the House on in- 
come up to $302,396 will be decreased to 15 percent from 
$79,729 up to $302,396. The provision allowing an extra 
$500 exemption for persons over 65 years of age was 
changed to a per person basis, and making it applicable 
to all persons over 65 regardless of whether they have 
nontaxable income. 

Senator Lucas withdrew his amendment intended as 
a substitute for H. R. 1, with the understanding that he 
might submit it, or any part thereof, on the floor. Sev- 
eral members of the committee were recorded as re- 
serving the right to support certain amendments on the 
floor. All amendments before the committee were laid 
aside pending a general tax revision bill on which the 
House Ways and Means Committee will begin work 
very shortly. 

The committe also unanimously approved S. 1073, to 
extend until June 30, 1949, the time during which per- 
sons may serve in certain executive departments and 
agencies without being prohibited from acting as coun- 
sel, agent, or attorney for prosecuting claims against the 
U. S. by reason of having so served. 


PEACE TREATIES 


Committee on Foreign Relations: 'The committee unan- 
imously reported the treaties of peace with Italy, Ru- 
mania, Bulgaria, and Hungary (Executive F, G, H, and 
I, respectively). 


NOMINATION OF JED JOHNSON 


Committee on the Judiciary: Former Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes appeared before the subcommittee to tes- 
tify against the nomination of Jed Johnson, to be judge 
of the U. S. Customs Court. Former Congressman 
J. V. McClintock and William Howard Payne testified 
in support of the nomination. 


VETERANS' SUBSISTENCE 


Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: Continuing 
hearings on veterans' bills, relating to education and 
on-the-job training programs, established by the Service- 
men's Readjustment Act (for bill numbers see Digest 
p. D151), the subcommittee heard Senator Holland 
testify in support of the Pepper-Holland bill (S. 1056) ; 
also three more students, representing the organization 
known as Operations Subsistence, testified in support 
of legislation to increase substantially the ceilings for 
subsistence allowances to single, married, and married 
veterans with dependents for university training under 
the GI bill of rights.

Greek-Turkish Assistance: Completed its considera- 
tion of H. R. 2616, Greek-Turkish assistance, and passed 
the bill with perfecting amendments recommended by 
the Committee on Foreign Affairs, and immediately 
thereafter, pursuant to a special rule, called up S. 938, 
a similar Senate bill, struck out all after the enacting

VETERANS’ BILLS AND AID TO EDUCATION 


Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: In executive 
session, a Federal aid to education and three veteran bills 
were approved as follows: S. 472, providing a Federal 
grant of $300,000,000 a year to States for educational pur- 
poses. The money would be spent by States under State 
control for public elementary and public secondary 
schools, for such purposes as State and local school reve- 
nue may be spent. A minimum allotment of Federal aid 
would be authorized to each State in an amount not less 
than $5 multiplied by the number of children from 5 to 
17 years of age, inclusive, 

S. 1393, increasing ceiling for on-the-job training for 
single veterans from $175 to $200, and for married vet- 
erans from $200 to $250. Estimated to cost $85,000,000. 

S. 1394, to increase the subsistence payments under the 
education program for single veterans from $65 per 
month to $75, and for married veterans having one de- 
pendent from $90 to $105, and $120 for those having 
more than one. This is estimated to cost $217,000,000. 

S. 1391, providing a 3-year extension for veterans am- 
putee auto program, with liberalizing amendments. 
The Government would pay up to $1,600 for specially 
equipped cars, and allow veterans to pay any difference 
for more expensive vehicles. This is estimated to cost 
$9,900,000.

6. The unnecessary loss of millions of dollars in the con- 
struction and operation of certain war plant facilities due to 
the division of management responsibilities between the Defense 
Plants Corporation and other Government agencies during the 
war.

Foreign Aid: Continued consideration of H. R. 4604, 
foreign interim-aid bill, and read the measure for 
amendments under the 5-minute rule. 

Defeated an amendment by Mr. Edwin Arthur Hall 
which would authorize the Secretary of Agriculture 
to appoint 100 to 500 county agricultural agents to 
assist in reorganization of devastated areas of western 
Europe by teaching farmers how to increase crop 
production. 

Adopted a committee amendment, offered by Mr.

Rejected by a vote of 145 noes to 132 ayes an amend- 
ment by Mr. Coudert to strike out the provision allow- 
ing incentive goods to be distributed in recipient 
countries. 

Rejected by a vote of 136 noes to 109 ayes an amend- 
ment by Mr. Wheeler, which would have provided 
that no item, presently in short supply in the United 
States, could be purchased for relief shipment.

H. R. 4748, third supplemental appropriation bill for 
1948. This measure supplies the funds authorized by 
the foreign interim-aid bill which was passed last week, 
but is $88,000,000 less than the $597,000,000 recom- 
mended by the aid bill. All amendments to make 
changes in sections of the bill were rejected by the House 
except two. These were for an increase from $200,000 
to $500,000 for relief to Indians, to be handled by the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, and the furnishing of $176,000 
for an Indian hospital in Seward, Alaska. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Javits to restore $20,- 
000,000 for French relief and $6,000,000 for Italian re- 
lief, which were cut by the Committee on Appropria- 
tions, was defeated, as was an amendment offered by 
Mr. Rankin to grant $200,000,000 for REA. 


A subsequent motion, also offered by Mr. Rankin, to 
recommit the bill to the committee, instructing it to add 
a new section to the bill granting $150,000,000 for REA, 
was rejected. 

The measure, as passed and sent to the Senate, now 
contains appropriations for foreign aid, civil functions 
of government in occupied areas, FSA, Indian Affairs, 
and Bureau of Reclamation. The total amount supplied 
15 $773,202,000, which is $344,963,000 less than the 
Budget Bureau estimates.

quarter of 1948, exercise export controls over oil prod- 


ucts, and State and local government action; by creat- 


ing "emergency fuel coordinators,” where shortages 
occur, to overcome inequitable distributions.

Committee on Public Works: Full committee met in 
executive session, following which the chairman an- 
nounced the appointment of the following special sub- 
committee to conduct investigations authorized and 
directed by H, Res, 403: Representatives Macy, chair- 
man, Coffin, Muhlenberg, Whittington, and Boykin. 

H. Res. 403 authorizes and directs the Committee on 
Public Works, or any subcommittee thereof, to make 
studies of conspiratorial or other questionable practices 
which threaten the national economy. 


REPORT ON JOINT COMMITTEE MEETINGS 
PAPER CONTRACTS—GPO WAGES 
Joint Committee on Printing: 'The committee awarded 
contracts for 51 lots of paper comprising 11,950,000 
pounds and representing 58.2 percent of the total esti- 
mated requirements for the 3-month period beginning 
January r, 1948. The value of the new schedule is 
$1,354,971, an increase of $18,853, or 14410 percent, over 
the price schedule of the current quarter. 

Contracts were awarded by the committee on 22 lots 
of envelopes to cover requirements for the 6-month pe- 
riod beginning January 1, 1948. Value of this schedule 
is $67,373, a decline of $5,092, or seven-tenths of 1 per- 
cent, from the price schedule of the current quarter. 

The committee approved, immediately effective, the 
new wage rates at the Government Printing Office, 
which represent a flat increase of 1225 percent for all of 
the journeymen groups.
